THE ASSIZES. 


Qnce more the disgusting farce has been en- 
| acted. The painted, jewelled harlot has again 
? been exhibited, adorned in all the habiliments of 
+ Justice, yet reeking with injustice and wrong. 

But none were found so infatuated as\to sabmit 

to her fatal embrace ; all stood aloof as though 

afraid eyen to inhale the polluted atmosphere 

|} . which surrounded the mock throne of justice. 
The result which we predicted three months ago 
' is yapidly developing itself. Men prefer settling 
their disputes amongst themselres to seeking re- 
‘dress in a tribunal where Justice no longer pre- 
sides. Even Mr. Cary, speaking of our Court, 
' says: ‘ You must not expect justice in a Court 
where the people have Iost all respect for the 
judge, and he himself possessing control neither 
over himself nor the Court.” Coming from such 

@ source it is a cool instance of “ Satan reprov- 

- ingysin,” yet it carries a sort of : weight with it. 

1 In some respects the diminution / of litigation 
h ‘may be a good, but in this instance the good is 
purchased at a fearful cost, a cost which it would 

be difficult to estimate now, but. which time 

may develope in all its dread import, It is a 


fearful reflection that one is. liable any day to be 
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* — ruined or hanged through such a gross perversion 
_ of justice, that life and property are at the caprice 
of ‘one who neither fears God nor regards man. 
Mr. Begbie leaves shortly to dispense his vile 
‘compound, labelled “British Law,” to the good 
people of the interior. A man who is covertly 
sted in mining claims goes to adjudicate 
upon disputes which may arise respecting these 
claims; and from his decision there|is no appeal ! 
‘An@ thus the most sacred principles of justice are 
to Ke set at naught simply to gratify the greed of 
Mr} Begbie. He is permitted to do with impu- 
nity what cost Mr. Elwyn his commission ; and 
all this, we are compelled to believe, simply that 
as @ pliant tool in the hands of His Excellency 
he may do him such service as he can. Such a 
state of things is not calculated to inspire for- 
eigners with very much respect or venetation for 
British. institutions. We have been wont to com- 
pate British law with California law, and boast- 
ingly pride ourselves upon’ the possession of the 
former.

- LATEST FROM CARIBOO. 
! NEWS TO THE 6TH INST. 
ur. Wa. Griffin arrived here yesterday morn- 
ing, having made the trip from Richfield in the 
short space of I1 days. 
for the following \information, which is. entirely 
reliable. The'snow on Williams Creek was 24 
feet deep, but heavy rains having commenced to 
fall it was rapidly melting away, and would very 
shortly aie uce an abundant supply of water, 
which was much needed to work the claims. 
The companies that were at work all through the 
winter were the Black Jack, Loring, Diller, Can- 
pe Rawley, Barker and Cameron companies, 
all of which have been very successful, each tak- 
ing very large amounts of gold from their claims, 
In or about one month there will be employ- 
iment enough for as many as 800 men in and 
below the canon ; prospectors haye commenced 
rations as far below as Willow River, and 
found very promising and flattering. prospects. 
Amongst these companies is the Riehfield Co., 
who are sinking with all confidence to strike 
upon the great stratum or vein of gold.

cliffs of . ferraginous clay-slate ; a portion of the
